This Office action is in response to the amendment filed June 21 , 2007. 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-5 and 7-133 have been canceled. Claim 6 have been amended in 
order to be present as a method claim (previously a product claim). Claim 134, a 
method claim, has been added. Claims 6 and 134 are currently pending and under 
examination. 

Withdrawal of Objections and Rejections 

The objections and rejections not explicitly restated below are withdrawn due to 
applicants' response in amendment filed June 21, 2007.
